Attack Unwarranted. 


AYhile it is agreed generally in 


official circles that the 
reports 


thus far received have indicated 
that the attack was unwarranted, 
it is the purpose of the administra- 
tion to act slowly as it is expected 
that Germany, if responsible, will 
be prompt to make amends. 


At the same time, the AVashing- 


ton government has not attempt- 
ed to minimize the seriousness of 
the situation and should the in- 
quiry bear out the reports thus 
far received, this government will 
demand 
an 
indemnity 
large 


enough to compensate the families 
of the victims and cover the loss 
to the ship. An expression of re- 
gret also most likely would be re- 
quested.

the leek, and all their near relations, garlic and the rest of them, 
have a salubrious effect on the human system when taken 'in proper 
quantities, and excellent for soups, filling and all culinary purposes. 
They are stimulating in eveiy A \ U A , according to the doctors nnd 
other students of the means for health, and, as every old-fash ion PI 1 
houseAvife knows, they are an excellent poultice, the results from 
them being even better than those from mustard and much less 
irritating. 


Both the onion and the leek arc diuretic, Avhich broadly moans 


that they haA'e an excellent influence on the operation of the Jivor 
and kidneys. Their Avbolesome effect is better felt when they are 
eaten raw, but the boiled onion is strongly recommended also, and 
with a proper dressing is counted one of the most palatable of "side 
dishes," to say nothing of a "smothering" for beefsteak and liver. 
Objection to the use of raA\- onions is made on account of the odor- 
imparted to the breath, but of course this Avill count for nothing 
with the soldiers; and the old slander that "its offense is rank nnd 


f smells to heaven" has been much discounted in later years when 
" such odor on the breath has been called an evidence of commonsen.se 
in diet. 


The tender shoots of the young spring onions Avill soon appear 


in great quantities in all the countries that are at Avar. The groAvth 
of the esculent is rapid and prodigious, there is no partiality on ac- 
count of temperature. It flourishes even in tropical soils, and is not 
affected by cold even as IOAV as 10 or 15 degrees under freezing, 
Fahrenheit, 


The onion and leek Avere considered among the most wholesome 


of foods by the ancient Egyptians. Pliny is authority for the state- 
ment that they wei'e eloquently commended by emperors of Rome, 
even Nero being melted to tears at times when he was showing his 
affection for raw onions. They are mentioned in'the old IlebrcAv 
Scriptures. They have been celebrated in the poetry and drnma of 
all countries. One of the mediaeval British poets has the verse: 
"Leek to the Welsh, to Dutchmen butter's dear." And that is a 
reminder that the leek is the national insigna of AVules, made so by 
order of St. David for some rather obscure reason connected with the 
victory of King Arthur over the Saxons. 


The leek is somcAvhat lesr pungent than the onion, but the mil- 


der species of the latter haA'e boon cultivated in immense quantities 
In Italy, Spain, Bermuda, Florida, Mexico and in California, and 
are being extensively groAvn as far north as Canada in North Am- 
erica, the industry here being somewhat retarded, hoAvevor, by im- 
portation at IOAV prices from the other countries mentioned. It is an 
old and a very poor pun that "in onion there is strength," but it is 
really no pun, for the word is derived from roots Avhich means one* 
jiess, union, nnd so forth.
